These are the latest additions to MR. JERVIS-READ'S settings of Oscar Wilde's poems. The verses are perhaps the 
most characteristic the Apostle of ZEstheticism wrote, and the music is peculiarly sensitive to the continually shifting colours. 
The first Impression, "THE GARDEN,” will attract many admirers by reason of its sincere expressiveness. The voice part lies 
between E and F. “THE SILHOUETTES” is in five-four time and has a compass from C to E. “Tae Moon,” in G minor, has 
a time- signature hitherto probably unused, eleven-eight, which creates a singular atmosphere of repose. and tranquillity. The 
final song, “THE SEA,” is, for the most part, bold and vigorous, rising to a great climax at the words, “ And in the throbbing 
engine-room leap the long rods of polished steel." ^ Except for four breaks it is in three-bar rhythm throughout. All four songs 
are designed for medium voice, and both music and words are exceedingly “advanced ” in both conception and treatment.
